10,000 Em ployes of Steel Corporation 
to Be Made Happy. 


JPillabtng, March 27. 
Wages of 30,- 
0(.*h workmen in the Pittsburg district 
wiil be raised next Saturday, official 
of the 1 nited States Steel corporation 
Laving cornp.t ed p ans for a sweep 
ing increase.

One year ago the employes of the 
Carn»*gie Steel company were forced 
to take a reduction of from 10 to r.n 
per cent in wages, principally affect 
ing the tonnage men. 
Employes of 
the National 
lube company and the 
American Steel and W ire company ac 
cepted reductions a little less than 
thoe* of the steel workers. 
The prom­ 
ise of the company then was that as 
soon as the iron and steel trade re 
sumed tt normal tone at least a por­ 
tion of th< cut would be restored. 
The amount of the increase is not 
known at present, hut it is stated that 
with the exception of the tonnage men 
in the steel mills all other employes 
will reeeive the full amount of the 
fuim er redtieliua.
